Pic Trics Productions proposes to provide the City of 
Fort Wayne complete production facilities for the live cab- 
lecasting and recording on 3/4" cassettes all city council 
meetings for the year March 1, 1989 thru February of 1990. 


Equipment These productions will involve the use of 
3 Sony M3A or M2 broadcast quality cameras in conjunction 
with an Echolab SE2 Special Effects switcher. Recorders are 
to be 2 Sony 5850 3/4. A Microgen character generator is to 
be used for titling and credits. 

This equipment is the same broadcast quality equipment 
we use for recording basketball and football games (Ch55), 
Nightshift (Ch55), Larry Edwards on fishing (Ch55) as well 
as various nationally broadcast programs via satellite. 


Production Set Up For committee sessions, 2 cameras 
would set up at opposite corners of the committee table in 
order to cover both sides as well as both ends. Another 
camera is used on the interpreter who is located in another 
room. This camera shot is effected (circle) into the lower 
left corner of the screen and appears throughout the 
cablecast. 

The switching equipment is located in the space 
between the Committee Room (128) and the Public Room (126). 
Between sessions, one camera is moved to the center of the 
back of the room for frontal shots and 1 camera is moved to 
a site along 1 wall and toward the front of the room. 

The audio system used belongs to the city. It is 
adequate, yet has certain idiosyncrasies which need to be 
dealt with. That would be one of the first projects should 
Pic Trics Production win the bid. Pic Trics has recently 
affiliated with AhL Communications and so we have on staff 
Tom Miller, an electronics engineer of immense experience, 
who can deal with any technical problems in the city's 
equipment 





Background Pic Trics Productions was the First 
television production company in Ft. Wayne, beginning in 
August, 1976. 

Our first productions were primarily television 
commercials for which we won a number of Addy Awards. We 
evolved into doing a wide variety of television projects. 

Industrial accounts asked for sales presentations, 
corporate meetings, employee training, etc.. Some of our 
clients included Magnavox, GE, Central Soya, Delco Remy and 
Delco Electronics, ITT Aerospace. We did the promotional 
presentation that ITT used to sell the army on their 
SINCGARS radio. They were successful. It resulted in the 
new radio factory complex on Cook Rd. 

Delco Electronics still uses an instructional tape we 
produced to instruct their repairmen around the country on 
how to diagnose problems on their radios in all GM cars. 

We did the presentation for Citizen’s Cable that 
helped them win the City Cable franchise. Our cameras were 
the first video to appear on Ft. Wayne’s Cable System when 
it was officially turned on. 

From 1980 thru April 1986, Pic Trics leased a channel 
from the Ft. Wayne Cable System (then Cox Cable) and 
provided locally oriented programming for that channel. 

This experience in cable TV enabled us to gain valuable 
knowledge that holds us in good stead with the current cable 
system. 

In recent years one of our specialties has become on 
location "live" events for broadcast TV. High School 
football and basketball has been on Channel 55 (WFFT) for 
the past 3 years and on cable the 6 years previous to that. 
Nightshift (comedy) we have produced for airing on Ch55 for 
the last 2 1/2 years (weekly). We produced a 13 week series 
of fishing shows that appeared on Ch55 in Ft. Wayne and also 
on Ch28 in South Bend. 

There were many others. 

In November we produced a Real Estate Auction Show for 
KRUSE International. It originated at the Hyatt Regency in 
Chicago. It was uplinked from there with downlinks in 
Miami, San Francisco and many other locations. $700 million 
dollars of commercial buildings was offered. 


Primary Personnel Ron Smoots is General Manager of 
Pic Trics and would be directing the majority of council 
meetings. He has been in television production since 1959. 
Tours of Duty included WPTA 4 years, WANE-TV 10 years 
(production manager), and 13 years as owner/manager of Pic 
Trics. 

Scott Kopecky would serve as alternate in charge of 
City Council Productions. He has been in television 


pradustius fur aver В years including stints at Citizen's 
Cable, WANE-TV and Pic Trics. He has directed many live 
productions including football and basketball games and for 
2 years has alternated as director for City Council 
meetings. 

Our third principal production person is David 
Werning. For 5 1/2 years, until April, 1988, Dave was a 
producer director at KCRG an ABC affiliate in Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa. He directed primarily newscasts. Since joining Pic 
Trics in June, 1988 he has been involved in a wide variety 
of projects including all City Council meetings. 

Due to our recent affiliation with AhL Communications 
we have on our staff electronics engineer Tom Miller. Tom 
has 8 years experience with 3 broadcast TV stations, 2 years 
with Vital Industries in manufacturing TV broadcast studio 
equipment. He has 9 years experience with Ampex as senior 
field engineer responsible for installation, training and 
emergency repair and support in the U.S. as well as 
internationally. For the past two years with AhL and Pic 
Trics, he has been responsible for all equipment 
maintenance. He would be responsible for technical problems 
with the city owned equipment as well as Pic Trics. 


Special Features 1. A "production open" featuring 
Scenes of the city and various angles of the City County 
building would be produced to introduce the cablecast. As 
it is now we simply open "cold" with the pounding of the 
Eravel. This can be done at a relatively inexpensive one 
time only cost to revise the system of introducing the 
council meeting audio portion to the cable system. That 
cost is approximately $250. 

A sample of what the open might look like is on our 
demo reel. 

2. A council meeting preview show of 10-15 minutes in 
length could be produced each week. The contents of the 
program would include an explanation of how bills are 
introduced and passed. Also included would be a brief 
rundown of bills to be discussed and/or voted on during the 
upcoming meeting. Most likely Sandra Kennedy or Kate Love 
Jackson would be the narrator. This feature would cost $50 
if produced in the hour preceding each meeting. This 
preview show could be played immediately preceding the 
council meetings. 

3. Cablecast Promotion A promotion spot would be 
produced at no cost to the city. This spot would be 
provided to the Cable System who would run it on a number of 
channels periodically. Channels would include ESPN, USA 
Network, Nashville Network, HBO and others. 


This spat would be designed to make viewers aware of 
the cablecasting of the council meetings with the intent to 
boost viewership. 


In Summary Pic Trics offers experience. 

1. 2 years experience in producing weekly City Council 
meetings. March 1, 1987 thru February, 1989. 

2. Principal personnel involved in production of City 
Council meetings (3) totals 44 years TV production 
experience. 

3. Pic Trics was the first production company in Ft. 
Wayne. We’ve been in business nearly 13 years. We are the 
leader in on location multicamera "live" productions. No 
one else comes close. 

4. Experience in cable programming. We were doing 
cable programming with Citizen’s Cable in New Haven 3 years 
before there was a Ft. Wayne Cable System. We programmed a 
cable channel for 6 years. 

5. We have the best and most experienced electronics 
engineer in the city on staff full time.
